“Certainly the United States 
senate and the house of represent- 
atives showed no reluctance to 
agree with the foreign policy of 
this administration when, almost 
unanimously last year, they pags- 
ea the Connally and Fulbright 
resolutions which pledged this na- 
tion te cooperate in a world or- 
ganization for peace.” 

PEOPLE NOT “PANICKED” 

In speaking of “whispering and 
rurmorings,” the President did not 
go into details. Asserting that he 
did not “propose to answer in 
kind.” he declared the American 
people pay little attention to whis- 
pering campaigns. 

Now are they panicked, he said, 
by “hysterical last-minute accusa- 
tions or sensational revelations.” 

The President said the presi- 
dential campaign “has been mar- 
red by even more than the usual 
crop of whisperings rumor- 
ings” and declared “I do not pro- 
pose to answer in kind.” 

“As we approach election day, 
more wicked charges may be 
made with the hope that someone 
or will gain momentary 
advantage. 

“Hysterical, last-minute accusa- 
tions or sensational revelations are 
trumped up in an attempt to panic 


the péople on election day. 

“But the American people are 
not panicked éasily. Pearl Harbor 
proved that. 

“This election will not be de- 
cided on a basis of malignant mur- 
murings or shouts. It will be set- 
tled on the basis of the record.” 


SUPPORT OF CONGRESS 


He declared congress agreed 
with his administration’s foreign 
policy when it passed resolutions 
pledging the nation to co-opera- 
tion in a world peace organization. 

The President, speaking from 
the White House before his de- 
parture later this week on the last 
political trip of the campaign, re- 
viewed briefly the military devel- 
opments of recent days and said 
“our success has been the result 
of planning and organization and 
building.” 

Mr. Roosevelt outlined the huge 
task stil] lying ahead in the war— 
“all the long, tough miles to Ber- 
lin, all the major landings yet to 
be made in the Pacific’—and de- | 
clared delays in performing the 
job at home will mean prolonging 
the war and increasing the toll of 
lives. 

“All of our. able commanders in 
the field know this and so do our 
soldiers and sailors. And we at 
home must never forget it.”

$1,000 club. It ends up by saying 
'‘Membership in this group will be 
a badge of distinction forever.

LONDON, Friday, Nov. 3—(UP)—American and German 
warplanes fought history’s greatest air battle—involving an 
estimated 2,400 planes—over the Reich yesterday, American 
bomber and fighter gunners downing 183 enemy aircraft, 
and last night the RAF gave Duesseldorf its heaviest pound- 


ing of the war. 


More than 1,000 RAF heavy 
bombers struck into western Ger- 
many, with the Ruhr industrial 
center of Duesseldorf as their 
main objective, while a force of 
two-motored RAF Mosquitos at- 
tacked Osnabruck. The RAF air 
strikes were made only a few 
hours after the German-American 
air battles in which U. S. fighters

He announced today that he has 
resigned effective November 15 
and will practice law in New York. 
William Benton, of Benton &

establishing a proposed “subscrip- 
tion” radio service. 

Fly’s resignation had been ru- 
mored a long time. Speculation on 
a successor has centered on Paul 
Porter, publicity director for the 
Democratic national committee. J. 
Leonard Reinsch, radio director 
for the committee, also has been 
‘mentioned. 

With Fly’s departure there will 
be. two vacancies on the seven- 
member FCC. No successor has 
yet been named to T. A. M. Craven 
who left June 30. 

A six-foot, three-inch Texan, F] 
has been chairman of the FC 
since September, 1939. He is an 
Annapolis (1920) and Harvard 
Law School (1926) graduate who

1-MAN RESTORATION 
75-Year-Old 
Raises Home 
From Debris

ROYSTON, Ga., Nov. 2.—Some 
of his twisted fingers were ban- 
daged up in rags; the others were 
bruised and cracked and bleeding. 
His furrowed 75-year-old face was 
speckled with white paint from his 
chin to his hat brim—but his eyes 
shot sparks of triumphant pride 
from beneath their bushy brows. 

Because it just so happens that 
William Monroe Carroll is a stub- 
born-minded man, every inch of 
his five-feet-five, every ounce of 
his 130 pounds. 

Last April, just after midnight 
on a lethal Sunday morning, a 
roaring tornado delivered a load 
of death and destruction in this re- 
gion. In its cargo was total devas- 
tation of Carroll's home; a tangled 
mass of ugly debris scattered

old. 

After the storm had struck and 
vanished, Carroll spent precious 
little time in bemoaning his fate 
or scurrying about in search of 
charity or government help. He 
set to work at the job of salvage. 
He combed the fields for weeks 
for two-by-fours, siding, flooring, 
ceiling and other assorted boards 
dispersed about the countryside. 
He salvaged nails, claw-hammered 
them out of lumber and bent them 
back into shape, three five-gallon 
lard cans full. He was determined 
to put that house back where it 
Was. 

He had to buy a few nails, about 
$3.50 worth, he says. And he nev- 
er did find the rafters of the old 
house. “That wind probably took 
‘em over into South Carolina,” he 
says. So he had to buy new raft- 
ers. They set him back about 
$13.75, he figures. 

Then he set about the job of 
rebuilding. 

OLD HOME SITE 

Somebody, several somebodies, 
in fact, suggested that he build 
the new home about twenty yards 
off to the east of the old home 
site. The job would have been 
easier there; the ground didn’t 
slope so much. 

“No, by granny,” he told them, 
“right here is where the old 
house was and right here is where 
the new house is going to be.” So 
his new house covers the very 
ground on which the old house 
stood when the high wind came 
out of the darkness to rip his 
home from over his head. 

Carroll has been working on 
his new house about six months 
. +» all alone, except for two men 
he got to help him one day, lay- 
ing the heavy timbers of the foun- 
dation, and three men who helped 
him just half of another day, 
when he was lining up the sides 
and the framework.

Facts of Life 
In Our Politics 


I suppose this really is a sort of second 
chapter. ; 
t has to do with some of the facts of our 
pécifically deals with cities. Most of us who 
live in cities have a farm, or semi-farm background. I was born 
on a farm, lived there enough in later years to do farm work, and 


‘it is difficult for me to think of this nation as one in which a 


great majority of the people live in cities. 

This is especially true in the south, where the farm is but a 
short ride from our offices. Most of us in Georgia, for instance, 
are aggressively rural-minded, and that, I think, is a good thing. 
Yet it is a fact that most of our population is in cities of 2,000 
and more population and it is a truth that our manufactured products 
are of far more cash value than our crop values. 

Since 1880 the trend has been going on toward the cities. It 
has never been checked, has never been slowed down. The présent 


| war has accelerated it beyond description, and if we do manage 


to retain some of the industrial capacity built by the war, as we 
surely will, our cities will be larger than ever in our history in a 
peacetime period. 

Now we are confronted with a national election and one of 
the forces in it is the Political Action Committee, a Congress of 
Industrial Organization political pressure group. It has frightend 
the older, but always politically active, American Federation of 
Labor because that organization sées it as a real threat to its own 
political-pressure power. 

It frightens most of business and finance and the immediate 
reaction has been a flurry of excited and somewhat hysterical 
statements about rising tides of Communism and a line of attack 
bést described by the oft-repeated line, “Do you want your future 
in the hands of a Russian pants presser?” Those who are saying 
this apparently live in a fool’s paradise in which thére will be no 
labor politics if Dewey is elected. 

Such reasoning is, of course, not merely wrong but dangerous. 
We will not get rid of it ever, unless we tear down our cities and 
completely decentralize all our industry. This will not be done. 

We have seen for years the effects of the city vote in many 
Ds ere What we now have is an organized city vote not merely 
of members of the CIO but of thousands of others who believe in 
the tenets of the PAC. This is not something that depends on the 
election of Mr. Roosevelt, nor is it something that will be re- 
moved if Mr. Dewey is elected. Such seems to be the thinking 
and nothing could be more wrong. We need to see clearly. 

The PAC isn’t trying to take over the Democratic party. It ag- 
gressively is seeking, by every means at hand, to elect the nominees 
of the Democratic party in this campaign. What ought to be per- 
fectly obvious, is that it is not at all committed to the Democratic 
party, but to its nominees in this one eléction. It is not an organ- 
ization for one year or one campaign. 

This is true and that is the point, whether we like it or not. 


4 It is pretty obvious the nation faces a 
Politics of Protest test of its political good sense and abil- 


ity to view its politics with realism. 

- We can use an illustration out of our own political past. At 
the time the Populist movement came along in the late eighties, 
it was not at all a state movement. Tom Watson seized on it in 
Georgia and developed a following which was hated by the status quo 


in Georgia much more virulently. than the PAC is detested by 


conservative and reactionary forces today. In Georgia the powers 
that be set out to destroy Watson. They succeeded only in a 
measure, and only by fraud. What they did do was to poison our 
political wells so that to this good day they are not freé of the 
prejudices and the emotions of those days. . 

Now it so happens that North Carolina had the same politics 
of protest. There the political leaders sét out not to join, but to 
bend, with this protest by giving it something. They did not at- 
tempt a head-on battle. 

They turned some of the force of the protest into a fight for the 
public schools and they built the best public school sytesm in the 
south. They turned it into good roads built throughout the state 
and North Carolina was years ahead of any other southern state 
in getting out of the .mud. 

The result has been that North Carolina had a political leader- 
ship which enabled it to progress and to create while other states, 
notably Georgia, South Carolina and Mississippi, were engaged in 
political slugging matches in which there was no compromise. 

Now comes the PAC. I am not at all asking, or even suggest- 
ing, that it be approved. That is not the point. What I am trying 
to say is that it is highly important to realize that we are more 
of a “city” nation than ever before; that about our factories, ma- 
chines and plants and stores are concentrated most of the nation’s 

eople. An aggressive organization has been created. Its mem- 

rship is made up of thousands of persons, almost all of whom are 

good Americans. Many thousands of thém are home-owning, savings- 
bank-accounts persons, and not at all Communists. 

The point is—there they are. Théy will not be destroyed no 
matter how the election goes. It is going to be very interesting 
to seé whether the nation sees a head-on struggle to destroy this 
“city” force or whethér there will be an intelligent use of its power. 

It seems to me highly important that we, as a people, have a 
realization of what has happened and that we face our political 
future in an adult manner without hysteria.

Some Idle Comment 
About China at War 


Most ominous phase of the war ragin 
around the world is, undoubtedly, China. 

; attention has been focused on that battle area 
in recent days, since the removal of “Vinegar Joe” Stilwell, from 
command of the Allied forces in the China-Burma theater, Stilwell, 
undoubtedly a gréat, fighting general, was removed when Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek, head of the Chinese, requested it, fol- 
lowing long disagreement between the two. 

The incident has served to lift a veil of censorship which has 
for too long distorted our knowledge of what is going on in China. 
To that extent it may serve ultimately good purpose. 

It has seeméd to me, for a long time, that the general public 
view of China has for years been, in many respects, false. Not 
that I would attempt to set up as an authority on things and affairs 
Chinese. 

For instance, we forget that the Chinese Republic is a govern- 
mental creation of very recent origin. We forget that, out of the 
400,000,000 living humans who populate China there can be, at best, 
but a fraction of 1 per cent who have a working knowledge of 
what democracy is and a genuine understanding of the privileges 
and responsibilities of freedom. 

We have been a democracy for nearly 175 years, yet there are 
few of us who really understand the goals for which our democracy 
strives and still fewer who know the simple fact that even our 
democracy_has far to go, yet, before it becomes real, untainted 
democracy. 

We have expected too much of such a people as the Chinese 
if we regard them as a united nation under a democratic form of 
rule to which they are utterly devoted. They just aren’t capable 
of such understanding or such unity and won't be for many, many 


years. 

: ’ Recent stories about the dissension in 
Chiang s Problem China and the issues on which Stilwell 
and Chiang disagreed have emphasized charges that “Chiang is 
more interested in maintaining his own political ascendency than 
in fighting the Japs.” 

Well, there are two ways of looking at such a charge. The 
obvious view shows it as a sad and disturbing situation. 

However, may it not be quite true that Chiang is placing his 
values correctly, after all? For, if he cannot maintain his control 
over the Chungking government, the last vestigae of responsible 
government in China would disappear and there just wouldn't be 
anybody at all left to fight the Japs. He has to maintain his gov- 
ernment if he is to retain any semblance of national unity among 
his followers and if there is to be any force worth mentioning to 


oppose the Japanese armies. 
No one ever expected Chinese war lords to have 
Graft Greedy any moral sense. If Chiang has prevented any 
reasonable proportion of them from selling out, army and all, to 
the Japs for any good-sounding round sum, he has done a good job. 
It is said that Chiang has to hold 1,000,000 of his best troops 
in the north to hold back Chinese Communist armies only too 
anxious to attack him and his armies, to say nothing of any Allied 
troops that may be with him. What would you have Chiang do, 
if those Communists won’t unite with him against the Japanese? 
Let ’em loose to fight him—and us—and thus ally themselves with

' the Japs. 


It is so difficult to comprehend the innumerable factors at work 
in China, and at the same time to remember that 99 per cént of her 
population are among the most ignorant peoples on earth, that it is 
almost impossible. “ 

Some of the Chinese, at any rate, havé put up a magnificent, 
heroic and patriotic fight against the invaders. For that we should 
be thankful. 

But I confess to a fear that, even if we and our allies, the 
British, so pound the Japanese home islands they are made forever 
unfit for human habitation, the Japanese people will have quietly 
moved across the China sea and been absorbed in China’s hundreds 
of millions, to disappear, as a separate race, to be sure—just as 
did the Manchus and the Mongols—but to so influence Chinese 
ideas for the next few centuriés that it won't Me eng before we 
shall have to fight a foe of 400,000,000 instead of the 70,000,000 of

Analyzes the Chinese Crisis 


It is probably just as well that 
the recall of Lt. Gen. Joseph W. 
Stilwell from China has lifted the 
veil on conditions there. Cor- 
respondents who have returned 
from the Far East have discussed 
the situation privately with 
anxiety for years. Toward none 
of our allies, considered as a peo- 
ple; are American hearts warmer 
than toward the Chinese. The dog- 
ged sacrificial heroism of the Chi- 
nese common soldier has been con- 
firmed by every American report- 
ing on China. 

Nor were we, for a time, in a 
position to make criticisms of the 
conduct of the Chiang regime. Stil- 
well went to China as hardly more 


than a token of good-will, and a 
promise substantially to aid, as 
and when we could. No officer 
ever undertook a more thankless 
mission. I believe that at least 
one general turned it down, before 
Stilwell said laconically: Okay. 
When do I start? 


But with the epochal naval vic- 
tory in the waters of the Philip- 
pines, the war in the Far East 
enters a new phase, and American 
prestige has skyrocketed in the Pa- 
cific area, So it became necessary 
both to clear up certain matters 
as a preface to new operations, 
and possible to take a stand in 
good grace. If the withdrawal] of 
Stilwell is confirmation of a dip- 
lomatie failure it is dubious 
whether our prestige suffers as 
badly as the Generalissimo’s. 


For Lt. Gen. Stilwell is not a 
man who cares about prestige— 
certainly not about his own. If 
he did he never would have under- 
taken his mission in the first place. 
Stilwell is an American patriot, 
@ warm and sincere friend of 
China, whose language he speaks 
fluently, and over and above 
a soldier. Al- 
though the President said in his 
press conference that it was all 
just a personal matter—which is 
the diplomatic way for the head 
of a state to put it—the personal 
matter extends to the American 
ambassador, Clarence E. Gauss, 
who has resigned and is on his 
way home. 

The sad truth is that diplomati- 
cally and politically we have rec- 
ognized China as the fourth power 
on earth, which she potentially is, 
but as a promise of future great- 
ness and not as an existing fact. 

The existing fact is that China 
is not yet an organized national 
state, but a country hat has been 
fighting a civil war since 1911, 
and a foreign war for seven years, 
without pacifying the internal 
struggles. We have three Chinese 
areas: The one controlled by the 
Japanese; the one controlled by 
the Chinese “Communists,” who 
are in reality radical agrarian re- 
formers with attractions toward 
the Soviet Union, but as a party 
more independent of Russia than 
any other Communist party has 
been; and, third, the Chungking 
area of Chiang’s Kuomintang. 


The three areas are at war with 
each other, and two of them at 
war with Japan. Constant attempts 
have been made, with American 
support, to end this feud, which 
is tying up, from Chiang’s side an 
estimated three to five hundred 
thousand men, and from both 
sides, from six hundred thousand 
to one million men. 


Such a situation interferes with 
every strategy. America has back: 
ed Chiang with’ all available lend- 
lease for his war against Japan— 
flown in, under tremendous diftfi- 
culties over the Himalayas. But we 
have no interest in furnishing the 
Generalissimo with lend-lease for 
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a war against other Chinese, who 
are also on our side. 


The opening of the Pacific offers 
possibilities of fighting the Japs, 
in other ways than from the in- 
terior of China. If we should 
have a united Chinese army on the 
Asiatic mainland, it would be 
worth while to surmount the fan- 
tastic difficulties of supplying such 
a force. But if, on the other hand, 
this Chinese force is paralyzed 
within itself, and the leader of the 
Chinese state unwilling to accept 
an impartial American command, 
which might be able to cement the 
politically divergent forces for 
military purposes, then every ex- 
pert on logistics would, I think, 
say that we should use our ships 
to reach the Pacific shorelines of 
China, there create a force of our 
own, and continue the war against 
Japan as an amphibious operation, 
thus putting to fullest use our 
present naval supremacy. 

Also it is an open secret that 
we hope that with victory in Eu- 
rope the Soviet Union might join 
us against Japan and here are 
compelling reasons why he Soviets 
might do so, But certainly they 
will not join us, in order to con- 
solidate in China, the country with 
which they have the longest land 
frontier, a regime bitterly hostile 
to them. There, as in Europe, the 
Soviets will consider their future 


security. If Chiang can compro- 
mise Chinese differences on a) 
Democratic basis he world be fr--! 
ceptable to the Soviets. If he wants 
to force a one-sided solution he 
will be unacceptable.

‘The Two Americas—Partners. in Enterprise 


“We are delighted to have you 
here, Mr. Johnston,” said Brazil's 
Foreign Minister Oswaldo Aran- 
ha, “but—one more good-will mis- 
sion to Brazil, and Brazil will de- 
clare war on the United States. 

I receive the remark as it was 
intended—as a joke. Neverthe- 
less, I hastened to explain the pur- 
pose of my visit. I hadn't flown 
down on a lecture tour or hand- 


shaking expedition. Much as the 
vast and varied lands to the south 
intrigued by imagination, I was 
not even concerned with sight- 
seeing. 

Officially, I traveled to South 
America early in 1943 as the chair- 
man of the United States Com- 
mission. on Inter-American Devel- 
opment, to confer with similar 
commissions in the six countries 
visited: Brazil, Uruguay, Argen- 
tina, Chile, Peru and Columbia. 
On the return journey I also visit- 
ed Panama. 

The primary mistake outsiders 
make in judging Latin America is 
to regard it as a homogeneous 
mass. Each of the 20 Latin re- 
publics has,its distinct character 
and its own place within an ex- 
tremely wide range of economic 
and cultural development. Most 
of them have a lively pride in 
their unique histories. That pride 
is likely to be hurt by the casual 
manner in which North Americans 
lump them all in sweeping gen- 
eralizations. 

south America, I found, is on 
the threshold of a great industrial 
expansion. The continent is hav- 
ing a veritable boom, supplying 
the United Nations with foodstuffs 
and war materials of all kinds. 
New war industries—such as rub- 
ber development in Brazil—are 
springing up in many countries. 
The political and business leaders 
of the continent are convinced 
that it is not a temporary splurge 
but the prelude to a rapid and 
fateful industrial growth. 

South American leaders are con- 
scious of their hour of destiny. A 
great treasurer house of natural 
resources—iron ore, rubber, tim- 
ber, oil, many minerals—awaits the 
magic touch of twentieth-century 
technology. Millions of backward, 
humble people are reaching out 
timidly for the products and the 
comforts of modern life.” Again 
and again—in Brazil, in Peru, in 
Colombia—I had the sense that 
I was looking at a ségment of our 
own great northwest in its early 
days. There was the same juxta- 
position of modern machines and 
crude living conditions, 

I carried away the conviction 
that opportunities will abound for 
United States businessmen after 
the war. The other American re- 
publics will then be ready to start 
or expand the -production of tex- 
tiles, shoes, paper, cement, auto- 
mobile tires, glass, insecticides, 
construction materials, and scores 
of other items. On my entire 20,- 


000-mile tour I did not find a sin- | 


gle dry-cleaning plant that we in 
the United States would call mod- 
ern, yet the accommodations. of 
most of the hotels where I stayed 
compared with the finest in the 
United States... That is only one 


minor example of the economic 
vacuum waiting to be filled. 


The average South American 
businessman admires our know- 
how in business. President Lopez, 
of Colombia, told me: “The best 
businessman in the world is the 
Yankee. The enterprise approved 
by the Yankee businessman is the 
one in which I like to invest my 
money.” But the admiration is 
not unmixed, with misgivings. 
Suspicions of “dollar diplomacy” 
and “Yanqui imperialism” have 
not yet been entirely erased by 
the good neighbor policy. 


National pride is no small part 
of the attitude of reserve. Ameri- 
can businessmen are needed and 
wanted, but as partners, not “‘ex- 
ploiters.” South Americans are 
resentful of foreigners who in- 
vade their countries on a get-rich- 
quick baais. They want. prospec- 
tive investors and builders to be- 
come permanent residents, to sink 
roots in the life and culture of the 
country. To overcome the reserve 
and dissipate lingering suspicions, 
we must translate official pdlicies 
into personal contacts. The fine 
phrases of good-neighbor friend- 
ship must be resolved into specific 
private relations, 


South Americans will no longer 
consent to be excluded from large 
participation in enterprises of any 
sort established by Americans 
within their countries, Their fi- 
nancial position is perhaps better 
today than ever in the past. Bra- 
zil, Argentina, and other countries 
are building up large, favorable 
balances against the United States, 
Great Brtain, and other countries. 


Some of these balances are be- 
ing used to buy their bonds from 
foreign holders, in some instances 
at bargain prices. Equity shares 
of foreign-owned utilities and oth- 
er businesses are being purchased 
by local investors, often to the 
discomfort and alarm of British 
and American owners. Offers are 
being made for complete purchase 
of foreign-owned telephone and 
electric-light systems. Available 
money is being used to buy what- 
ever industrial machinery and 
equipment can be bought and 
shipped from the United States. 
Local funds are being earmarked 
for plant equipment fromthe 
United States and Britain once the 
barriers of war conditions have 
been removed. 


All of these things attest the 


obvious decision of South Amer 
ica to be master of its own eco- 
nomic household. The economic 
pattern of the past, in which Latin 
America was used by outsiders in 
a semi-colonial spjrit, is being 
shattered. The importing of for- 
eign capital will be encoura : 
it may even have a controlling 
voice in new undertakings; but 
nationals will insist on direct par- 
ticipation. 


Europeans are still far ahead 
of us in understanding the tech- 
niques of local adaptation. Their 
representatives, before they step 
on foreign soil, are more likely to 
know the language, history, and 
culture of the new country. It is 
a fact, all the same, that the great 
majority of American representa- 
tives in South America are able, 
conscientious, hard-working and 
have a remarkably intelligent 
grasp of local problems. 

South America is now ripe for 
development. Within the limita- 
tions I have suggested above, this 
is another of the great horizons 
operiing up for Americans in the 
postwar years. 


Businessmen can now only plan 
for the co-operative development 
of the Americas. Action must 
await the ending of the war, and 
businessmen of the Americas are 
planning intelligently already in 
many places. The over-all ob 
jective is to raise, through indus 
trialization and trade, the mass 
purchasing power of the people of 
all the Americas. To this end, 
alert business concerns both in the 
United States and Latin America 
are surveying our r raw- 
materials requirements at this end 
and Latin-American needs in ma- 
terials and manufactured goods at 
the other end. 


But that is just the start. There 
is a lot of decisive spade work to 
be done in eliminating, through 
reciprocal agreements, some of the 
obstacles to trade among the 
American republics. National leg- 
islatures will have to revise laws 
that hinder hemisphere co-opera- 
tion and remove a lot of red-tape 
barriers to easy travel and ex- 
change of goods. 


This co-operative development 
of the Americas by private enter- 
prise opens many doors to mag- 
nificent economic adventure and 
it will provide the rest of the 
world with an example to follow 
in international relations, elimi- 
nating much of the provocation for 


wars.

Mississippi House 
VotesSupplement 
Elector Proposal 


JACKSON, Miss., Nov. 2.—({#)— 
The house of representatives, in 
extraordinary session, passed late 
today an act to amend Mississip- 
pi’s election laws to permit draft- 
ing of a supplemental slate of 
presidential elector-nominees, 
comet to support the Roosevelt- 

ruman ticket in the November 7 
election. The vote was by accla- 
mation. 

The bill, presented by Speaker 
of the House Walter Sillers and 
drafted by administration leaders 
and state attorneys, was sent to 
the senate for ratification. 

The measure provided “that the 
legislature may designate nomi- 
nees for the office of presidential 
elector; to nominate candidates for 
such office; to provide for the 
printing of a supplemental ballot 
and for the distribution of such 
ballot; to provide for the manner 
of voting thereon, and for the man- 
ner of voting in the event such 
supplemental ballot is now distrib- 
uted to or is available at any vot- 
ing precinct.” 

The proposed supplemental bal- 
lot would be attached to the ballot 
already distributed. 

Also contained in the bill were 
the names of five new presidential 
elector-nominees proposed to ap- 
pear on the supplemental ballot. 
Three were to oppose those elec- 
tors who announced previously 
that they would support Sen. Byrd 
(D.-Va.), and two were selected to 
run against two other convention 
selected electors who are regarded 
as “doubtful supporters” of the 
Roosevelt-Truman ticket.

Penicillin's Use Highlights 
Dixie Doctors’ Grady Parley 


~

Southern medicine moved a long step toward “keeping abreast of 
the times” yesterday as almost 100 physicians of "Georgia, Florida, 
the Carolinas and Tennessee assembled at Grady hospital to hear 16 
leading Atlanta medical men and women discuss medical progress. 


Principal speaker was Dr. Roy 
B. Kracke, dean of the school of 
medicine at the University of Ala- 
bama. During the morning session 


he discussed pernicious anemia 
specifically in the case of a 60- 
year-old woman. His evening ad- 
dress was about “Treatment of 
Secondary Anemia.” 

Opening the morning session 
over which Dr. W. W. Daniel pre- 
sided were Drs. James E. Paulin 
and W. B. Matthews who discuss- 
ed “Clinico-Pathological Confer- 
ence.” 

Dr. J. R. McCord, professor of 
obstetrics and, gynecology. at 
Emory, discussed ‘“Pyelitis and 
Pregnancy” and emphasized the 
importance of frequent urinary 
examinations during pregnancy 
because infected kidneys frequent- 
ly give trouble during that period 
and afterwards. He advised: con- 
servative treatment of this condi- 
tion. 

CANCER CLINIC 

Dr. William Perrin Nicolson, in 
his clinic on “Breast Lesions,” 
stressed the importance of early 
diagnosis of cancer of the breast 
and told of the recommended 
type of treatment. 


“Treatment of Acute Glomerulo B 


Nephritis” was discussed by Dr. 
Robert L. Whipple Jr., who told of 
modern medicines for Bright’s dis- 
ease, He pointed out that the dis- 


ease so frequently seen in young 


children might occur in any age 
group. 

Dr. Lon Grove told of the use 
of the Miller-Abbott tube, a rub- 
ber tube which is put in the stom- 
ach and small intestine and is in- 
tended to relieve symptoms of a 
type of obstruction of the small 
intestine. By the skillful use of 
this tube, he said, operations fre- 
ane can: be avoided. .Dr. Joe 

arks discussed the technique of 
inserting the Miller-Abbott tube. 

“Penicillin Therapy” was de- 
bated in round-table fashion with 
Dr. Paul Beeson conducting. Most 


discussed question was the use of 
penicillin in treatment of walled- 
off abscesses within the lung. Fre- 
quently surgery can be avoided 
by use of penicillin in such cases, 
doctors pointed out. Dr. Beeson 
gave a resume of a number of 
cases treated successfully at Grady 
hospital. 

Dr. Eugene Stead spoke on the 
“Use of ee Salt Solution, 
Plasma and Whole Blood in the 
Treatment of the Injured Person.” 

For his talk on “Cancer of the 
Mouth and Face,” Dr. Elliott Scar- 
borough showed colored photo- 
graphs demonstrating different 
phases of such cancers. 

SYPHILIS TREATMENT 

Dr. Albert Heyman told of two 
Stimary methods for treatment of 
syphilis. He spoke of the intensive 
methods with older drugs and ar- 
senical drugs which he: termed 
“still effective in 10-week treat- 
ments.” Then he told of the new 
use of penicillin to treat a patient 
in seven days.

1 1-2 Teaspoons salt 
3-4 Teaspoon pepper 
1-2 Cup cold water 
3 Tablespoons margarine 
Cooked vegetables cut in balls 
or cubes 
Gravy: 
3 Tablespoons flour 
2 Bouillon cubes 
2 Cups cold water 
Crust: 
2 1-2 Cups sifted flour 


3-4 Teaspoon salt 

3 Teaspoons baking powder 

1 Cup milk 

Mix ground beef, oats, salt, pep- 
per and cold water well with a 
fork. Shape into small balls and 
brown these in a small amount of 
fat over-moderate heat. Place 
browned meat balls in a large 
paking dish, and add cooked vege- 


table ball cubes, using carrots, 
turnips, onions, potatoes in ~~ 
combination. To make gravy: Melt 
margarine in the same skillet, add 
flour, blend and brown. Add bouil- 
lon cubes to water, dissolve and 
stir into the fat-flour mixture; 
cook, stirring until smooth. Pour 
gravy over meat and vegetables. 
To make crust: Sift flour, meas- 
ure, and sift again with salt and 
baking powder. Stir in the oats. 
Cut in the shortening until mix- 
ture is of the consistency of coarse 
corn meal. Add milk all at once 
and. mix lightly. Roll out or pat 
to 3-4-inch thickness. Cut with 
tiny biscuit cutter and roll into 
balls with the fingers. Place these 
on top of meat, vegetables and 
gravy. Bake in a moderately hot 
oven, 375 degrees 30 to 35 minutes 
or until done. 

This recipe incorporates oats in 
a meat loaf with tomato flavoring. 
BEEF LOAF 

1 1-4 Cups quick cooking oats 

1 Pound ground beef 


1-4 Teaspoon pepper 

2 Teaspoons salt 

1 Tablespoon minced onion 
Bacon strips 


Combine meat, oats; beaten egg 
mixed with milk and then add 
other ingredients. Mix lightly and 
place in a greased loaf pan. Line 
pan with bdacon strips, if desired 
or place them over the top. Bake 
one hour in moderate oven, 350 


degrees.

In Italy 90,000 
In 14 Months 


ROME, Nes. 2.—(#)— American 
troops have suffered at least 90,- 
000 casualties in the 14-month- 
old Italian campaign and there 


still is no sign the Germans are 
pulling out of the country, Gen. 
Alexander, 
mander, said today. 

The Germans have continued to 
send reinforcements into Italy, 
despite their réverses on the east- 
ern. and western fronts, the Allied 
commander disclosed.

AUSTIN, Texas, Nov. 2.—(4)— 
Students of the University of 
Texas, led by ex-Marine Malcolm 
Wallace, of Dallas, cut classes to- 
day and marched on the state cap- 
itol in howling protest over the 
discharge of President Homer P. 
Rainey. 

Depositing crepe-shrouded 
coffin labeled “Academic Free- 
dom” over a mosaic of the Lone 
Star of Texas in the rotunda of 
the capitol, they demonstrated 
with shouts of “We want. Rainey” 
while Wallace handed Gov. Coke 
R./ Stevenson a student demand 
that he send each member of the 
board of regents this telegram: 

“On behalf of the university 
student body whose degrees are at 
stake, I request you and other 
members to convene in Gregory 
gym at 10 a. m. Saturday, No- 
vember 4, in open meeting in or- 
der to explain to the students the 
basis of the Houston decision, and 
to elect a president. I am accept- 
ing no resignations.” 

Earlier the rancher Governor 
said-he would take no immediate 
action.
